Then the Italian band of 
strictly union musicians, hired for the 
oceasion of a great man’s funeral, 
broke into a measured blatting and 
shrilling which almost overwhelmed 
the Chinese music. 

“Squeedle-eedle-ee-squee” said the 
Chinese band. ‘“Br-rump; boom; 
+lah-de-dah!” said the Italian musi- 
cians, and away went Ko Low to his 
grave, another good man gone out 
through the mysterious workings of 
the Oriental code of justice. 

Carloeads of Flowers. 

Behind the hearse came open cars 
abloom with huge floral contrivances 
in the shapes of broken wheels and 
harps and gates ajar, some of’ them 
with white, stuffed doves wired to the 
framework. Then came the fifty big 
cars carrying several hundred mourn- 
ers. Among them were a number of 
well-dressed white women who have 
married Chinese merchants and aban- 
doned their white associations to live

On Liner Adriatic 
Expected to Die 


Assistant Engineer, From 
Liverpool, Rescues Coal 
Passer From Burning Hold. 


New York, August 13.—The -big 
White Star liner Adriatic, damaged 
by a terrific explosion in her star- 
board bunkers in the dead of night, 
brought another story of iron discip- 
line and absolute devotion te duty 
which are the produest traditions of 
the seafaring man, when she was 
warped into her pier in New York 
Sunday night. Four members of the 
Adriatie’s crew were killed or mor- 
tally hurt, and a fifth is believed to 
have been blown over the side with 
a hatch-cover on which he was snatch- 
ing forty winks. Three other men 
wére injured or seriously gassed. 

' But the ship’s company from Cap- 
tain H. V. Davis down to the most 
humble coal trimmer, seemed proud of 
the fact that not a single passenger 
was injured—that many of the passen- 
gers on the port side of the vessel 
did not even kuow that there had been 
an explosion until it was deemed wise 
to arouse them lest it be necessary to 
put them over the side in boats.

spect to seniority adopted by the 
carriers on August 1, 1922, but recog- 
nizes that the proposal of the presi- 
dent invokes the jurisdiction of the 
Jabor board under the transportation 
act to pass upon relative seniority

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Miss Joe Varner Tells of 
McIntosh Signing Docu- 
ment by Which Georgia 
Acquired Vast Territory. 
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Giving Daddy 
A Surprise 
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Indian Springs, Ga., August 13.— 
(Special.)—The ring of the war-hoop 
no longer breaks the stillness*of the 
night at this former gathering place 
of the Creeks, but Miss Joe Varner. 
who soon will celebrate her wsdth 
birthday, has vivid recollections of 
the time the red man stalked gu- 
preme where the debuntante and the 
ailing now find enchantment and ree- 
reation. <i 
Miss Varner still lives in the home, 
known as the Varner house, where 
was signed the fateful treaty through 
which Georgia acquired a vast terri- 
tory of milliens of acres west of the 
Flint river and the doughty General 
William McIntosh lost his life at the 
hands of his own people. 

This building, started by the Creek 
chieftain himself in 1821 and com- 
pleted in 1823, was the home of Miss 
Varner’s parents, whose stories to 
her supplement her own recollections 
of McIatosh and his followers on the 
old Georgia frontier. 

The counter on which the document 
ceding the Creek’s tract to the state 
was signed, still is in use for regis- 
tering guests, though the visitors to- 
day find the resort much more tran- 
quil than on that fateful day in 1825 
when friendly and hostile Indians took 
turns at speaking, on the large rock 
in the front of the Varner house, 
for and against the signing of the 
treaty. : 

Miss Varner’s father bought the 
honse built by McIntosh. Although 
this aged lady’s health is not good, 
she still ‘is activé for her age, and 
her agile memory enables her to talk 
interestingly of the early days of Geor- 
gia history. 

According to Miss Varner. McIn- 
tosh was a very brilliant man and 
friendly to the white man. ' 

“He appreciated the advantages of 
having his people sell these lands to 
the white man and moving to the 
Indian territory,” she said. “So for 
a year or more he mingled with bis 
people, telling them of these advan- 
tages and trying to persuade them 
that the treaty was the most advanta- 
geous thing for them to do, 

“Finally, after several unsuccessful 
attempts at getting them together to 
sign a treaty and cede these Innds to 
the white man, a meeting was ar- 
ranged for Febrnarv 12, 1825. 

Indian’s Gathering Place. 

“Indians from al]l over this section 
gathered here for the occasion. In- 
dian Springs was always the gather- 
ing place of the Creeks because of the 
water here and it was the natural 
place for them to meet to sign the 
treaty. While General McIntosh and 
the three commissioners were inside 
the hotel. drawing up the terms of 
the treaty, hostile Indians not in 
favor of the treaty gathered out- 
side. 

“‘Fivery little while one of these 
hostile Indians would get up on the 
huge rock, which is marked by a tab- 
let, and made a speech, trying to 
arnuse the Indians against signing it. 
This continued even after the treaty 
was signed, 

‘Hostile Indians would make a 
speech and then they would be ah- 
swered by friendly Indians who fav- 
ored the treaty, trying to make the 
others realize that it was the bes 
thing to do. And that is how this 
rock became famous. 

“Indian Springs, even in those days, 
was quite a resort and people from 
all over the country came here for 
the water. McIntosh kept a room 
reserved for him in the hotel] and 
stopped here frequently, although he 
ar for it just the same as any guest 


Treaty Rock. 

The large rock in the yard of the 
Varner house. bears a tablet reatling: 

“Here on February 12, 1825. Wil- 
liam McIntosh, a friendly chief of 
the Creek Indians, signed the treaty 
by which all lands: west of the Flint 
river were ceded to the state of Geor- 
gia. For this he was murdered by 
a band of Creeks, who were opposed 
to the treaty. This tablet is place@ 
by the Piedmont Continental chapter 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, A. D., 1911.” 

Miss Varner has a copy of The 
Georgia Journal, dated June 14, 1825, 
which has a complete report of- the 
contents of the famous treaty, This 
paper was published at Milledgeville. 
She also possesses much of the orig- 
inal furniture of the old hotel, among 
which are some chairs. : 

The room always reserved for Mc- 
Intosh still contains some of the old 
furniture, including a high four-postcd 
bed. Miss Varner also has u few of 
the old hotel registers used eat this 
hotel in early days. 

Interesting features of the old reg- 
isters are the columns down the rigart- 
hand side of the pages for entries on 
how many in the party, including a 
column for children, another for 
horses and another for servants. All 
of those things had to be taken care 
of by the taverns in those days. 

Indian Springs is a few miles south 
of Jackson, in Butts county. Lucian 
‘Lamar Knight is avthority for the 
statement that. “without an exception, 
the Varner house at Indian Springs 
is the most important unmarked his- 
toric spot in this state.”

TRUCK AND BUS LINES. 

It will scarcely be disputed that 
truck and motor bus lines operating 
upon the public roads of the state 
for hire should come within the 
class of public utilities subject to 
proper and reasonable state regula- 
tion. 7 

Motor bus and truck transporta- 
tion, upon well-defined lines, is 
coming to stay and to grow, in 
Georgia as well as in other states, 
along with the progress in building 
good roads. There’s no use, nor is 
there any reason, in seeking to» 
legislate, or otherwise drive, them 
out of existence. They are coming 
as sure as fate, because they can 
render a convenient and often im- 
portant transportation service, and 
the people want them Already 
they are beginning to do this be- 
tween Georgia communities where 
public transportation facilities have 
been lacking or inedequate. 

California’s satisfactory experi- 
ence with motor bus service is suf- 
ficient evidence that wWespread 
growth and development of this 
class of transportation is bound to 
come and stay. California now has 
more than 260 well defined runs or 
lines, some 22 of which exceed 100 
miles in length. They not only 
cover much of the territory reached 
by electric and steam railroads, but 
they go. into mountains and other 
districts, where formerly the horse 
or mule-drawn vehicle was the only 
method of transportation known. 

The business has grown upon the 
good roads of California despite the 
protest and antagonism, both of 
the electric and steam traffic lines, 
until it has become a very mate- 
rial and essential part of the traffic 
system of the state. The California 
public would not now be without it. 

In the development of the motor 
vehicle public transportation sys- 
tem, it was early recognized that 
proper state regulation was right 
and just, from the standpoint of 
the public interest. In addition to 
eliminating unfairness from the 
competition thus prought about, 
and to making fixed and reasonable 
charges for the service rendered, 
the motor bus companies pay 4 
tax for the privilege of operating 
on the public highways of the state 
for- the construction and mainte- 
nance of which the people of the 
state have paid and are paying. 

The tax question appears to be 
the most serious bone. of conten- 
tion in that state. Regulation by 
the California railroad commission 
ts no longer disputed; nor is the 
general idea of taxation, but rather 
tae extent to which taxation should 
go. Discussing the California sys. 
tem a writer in the publication, 
Bus Transportation, of New York, 
eays this: 

“The chief difference and 
point of contention between the 
electric railways and the bus 
interests, asidg from the ques- 
tion of unfair competition which 
is now always passed upon by 
the railroad commission, is the 
question of taxation. The rail- 
roads have maintained that fail- 
ure to place taxes on bus lines 
commensurate with their use of 
the roads is tantamount to giv- 
ing them subsidies. The bus in- 
terests have replied that the 
buses are now paying in city, 
county, state and federal taxes 
and license fees a much heavier 
percentage on their investment 
than are the railroads,.and that 

on the other hand they are very 
willing to bear their fair share 

of road upkeep costs.” * 

That question will no doubt be 
worked out in due time by Cali- 
fornia and every other state in 
which motor bus and truck lines 
are established. The amount of 
investment in such transportation 
lines is readily available; and if 
average expense of operation is not 
yet definitely Known, sufficient 
data for determining it with reason-

A SHAMEFUL CONDITION. 

Conditions reported by Sheriff 
Lowry to exist in connection with 
the treatment of the insane wards 
of this state are a disgrace to Geor- 
gia, and demand a speedy and ef- 
fective remedy. 

Through the news columns of 
‘The Constitution the sheriff re- 
cently informed the public that 
“eight lunatics are now held in 
the Fulton county jail and accord- 


ed the same treatment meted out 
to ordinary prisoners, because of 
the congestion at the Milledgeville 
institution”—the “institution” re- 
ferred to being the Georgia state 
hospital for the insane. 

Sheriff Lowry, says: 

“Every time he gets a violently 
insane person, he exchanges him or 
her for one of a milder affliction, 
he says, and that is why the eight 
are now lodged at the jail. The au- 
thorities recently ‘doubled up’ on 
him, he said, returning eight, when 
he sent six down there.” 

It is deplorable that a state of 
Georgia’s boasted greatness, cul- 
ture, pride, humanitarian spfrit, ‘4s 
unable to take care of her unfortu- 
nate insane wards—men and wom- 
en who have violated no law and 
who have done nothing worse than 
to become mentally sick and de- 
ranged—without herding them to- 
gether in jails and treating them 
as common criminals! 

There is no more justice in ac- 
cording such treatment to a victim 
of a mental diseasé than there 
would be in jailing a tubercular pa- 
tient and punishing him because he 
suffers from the “white plague.” 

The state should provide ade- 
quate facilities for the care and 
scientific treatment of its insane 
patients even before it provides fa- 
cilities for the punishment of its 
criminals—if it is too poor to do 
both. 

The charge has been made that 
there are many inmates éf the 
Milledgeville sanitarium who are 
not insane, and who, consequently, 
ought not to be there. P 

Some of them may have been ad- 
judged “insane” and committed for 
reasons best known to those pre- 
ferring the insanity charge and 
supplying the “evidence” to sup- 
port it. 

At any rate, the violently insane 

should be given preference, and 
no citizen who is insane should be 
kept confined in a county jail or 
in the penitentiary! 
- There should be a thorough, sci- 
entific survey made of the state 
sanitarium, and the harmless in- 
mates—those who either are not in- 
sane or who would not be a men- 
ace to society if given their liberty 
»—should be weeded out, and either 
sent to their homes or taken care 
of by the state, at least so long 
as a single violently insane per- 
‘son is denied admission on account 
of lack of room. ° 7

| Pleads for Support 
Of State Sanitarium 


Editor Constitution: Three bills 
are pending before the house of rep- 
resentatives affecting the Georgia 
state sanitarium, the passage of 
which is of the utmost importance 


to this institution. 
The first is a deficiency appro- 


priation for the current year of 
$150,000. The appropriation for last 
year was not Sufficient, the year 
closing with cash liabilities exceed- 
ing cash resources by $115,156. The 
appropriation for the current year 
is $91,334 less than last year, while 
the conditions under which the 8ani- 
tarium must operate are not ma- 
terially changed. The present ap- 
propriation will be exhausted before 
the close of the year, making a de- 
ficiency appropriation a very press- 
ing necessity if the sanitarium 1s to 
continue to function through the 
year. 

The next bill appropriates $108,- 
000 for the completion of a new 
building which is under construction 
and which will be occupied by the 
white female nurses as a home. Va- 
cating the rooms which are now 0oc- 
cupied by such nurses will make 
them available for the white female 
patients and so provide room most 
urgently needed. No department is 
so congested with patients as is this. 
Small rooms originally designed for 
one are occupied by two, three and 
often four patients and some must 
sleep on the floor. Thts is an in- 
tolerable situation with -which the 
management has long struggled, and 
the state should allow it to'‘exist no 
longer. The funds in the hands of 
the board will about roof the build- 
ing, but to complete it for occupa- 
tion. will require the full amount 
asked. Undoubtedly, this bill would 
pass unanimously could the mem- 
bers of the legislature -visit the san- 
itarium and see for themselves the 
Situation. 

The last bill provides for a new 
ice and cold storage plant for the 
preservation of perishable food- 
stuffs. The present plant is old and 
worn out. Originally of ten tons ca- 
pacity it now can produce but about 
four tons daily, an amount tar un- 
der the daily needs of the sanita- 
rium. Ice is an essential in every 
Thome, but it is doubly so in a hos- 
pital for the sick. The sum needed 
is not large, but it will provide for 
a tremendous lot of comfort to our 
wards. 

The insufficiency of this and last 
year’s appropriations made severe 
measures of economy imperative. 
Much hardship to patients and coun- 
ties hag necessarily followed. Ad- 
mission was restricted to the recent 
and acute cases offering hope of 
cure and to dangerous cases. The 
harmless, incurable cases in the san- 
itarium were ordered discharged 
just as rapidly as provision could bé 
made for them at home. The situa- 
tion is not a happy one for the man- 
agement. None know better than the 
superintendent and his staff of med- 
ical ‘assistants the needs of these 
afflicted men and women. 2 
doubtiess true that all of the dis- 
charged cases should be given cus- 
todial care of some Kind. That so 
great a necessity exists indicates 
that the state has departed far from 
the humane principle laid down in 
his message of 1857 by Governor 
Howell Cobb who then declared, 
“The state can not be considered to 
have done her duty unti] she has 
made suitadie provision for every 
insane person in her midst.” None 
will rejoice more than the manage- 
ment when this can be done. 

In behalf of the board of trustees 
and the management, I appeal most 
earnestly to the members of both 
house and senate not to cripple this 
great charity by failure to supply its 
urgent and pressing needs.

W ays and Means for Meeting 


for Highways

HOLLOMON 


There will not be a more important 
matter to engage the legislature dur- 
ing the final hours of the session than 
that of providing ways and means 
for meeting the federal aid for good 
roads—already allocated to Georgia, 
but which must be matched—and for 
carrying on, without set-back or in- 
terruption, the work already so well 
under way looking to a thoroughly 
systematized state-wide highway con- 
struction program that shall touch 
every county and every courthouse. 

There seems to be some confusion as 
to whut is now before the assembly, 
especially as there was considerable 
canvassing prior to the convening of 
the legislature for a $75,000,000 bond 
issue, 

That plan has been entirely aban- 
doned, and very correctly so. This 
is not the time to offer a large bond 
issue for ratification, even for so 
constructive a purpose as road de- 
velopment, which means so much to 
every individual in the state; and 
is so vital to every section. 

There were, therefore, sumbitted to 
the constitutional amendment commit- 
tees two programs looking to the 
Same purpose, that is, the continua- 
tion of the highway program by pro- 
viding to match the federal funds 
without the issuance of any large 
amount of bonds, and without affect- 
ing in any way the question of tax- 
ation now or in the future, and 7 
out in any way involving the treas- 
ury of the state, already hungry, to 
meet the expenses of state govern- 


ment. 

‘One plan was submitted by Repre- 
sentative Mann, of Glynn; another 
by Representative Perryman, of Tal-_| 
bot. | 

They were both most excellent, but 
the Perryman plan carried only one 
proposed constitutional amendment, in- 
stead of two, as did the Mann plan; 
‘and the Perryman plan did not con- 
template the immediate issuance of 
any bonds, whereas the Mann plan 
provided for the issuance of $5,000,- 
000 in 1923, to be carried and retired, 
of course, by the vehicular license 
fund. : 

The house committee decided upon 
the Perryman bill and reported it 
favorably for passage. 

This plan, therefore, will come be- 
fore the assembly at once, and though 
in the rush hours of the close, it is 
hoped it may be adopted, so that the 
referendum may be made at the elec- 
tions this fall; otherwise the road 
program in Georgia will necessarily 
be hampered, and the state may lose 
several millions of dollars of federai 
money already allocated to this state 
for road development, and without ob- 


ligation. 
+ - . . 


In order that legislators may be 
familiar with the highway legisla- 
tion that will engage them this week, 
I wilt’ endeavor here to analyze as 
briefly as possible the Perryman pill. 

The Perryman constitutional bill 
provides for the issuance of non-in- 
terest bearing certificates until guch 
time as the gasoline tax may be add- 
ed to the vehicular license fund for 
the carrying and retirement. That 
will be 1926, 

The purpose for which this debt 
may be incurred is the acquirement of 
a state highway system. That pur- 
pose includes construction of roads 
and bridges and reimbursing counties 
for roads and bridges heretofore con- 
structed; so there is but one single 
purpose; that is, the obtaining of a 
state highway system. 

There seems no doubt that this can 
be done, iuxperienced bond lawyers 
in Boston and in Atlanta have care- 
fully considered the question and 
reached the conclusion that there is 
but one constitutional amendment 
necessary in order to do so. 
| It is just and proper that the state 
should keep its contract with the coun- 
ties that have expended money. 

The legislative act of August 18, 
1919 contains a promise of the state 
to reimburse counties. 

Perhaps this promise was not au- 
thorized at the time it was made, but 
it is a solemn covenant of the state 
which the state could not in good 
faith repudiate. In addition fo being 
a contract solemnly made by the legis- 
lature, it is a just obligation. 

The whole state gets the benefit of 
the state highway system and where 
individual counties have built parts of 
this system, it is but just and fatr 
that they should be put on an equality 
with other counties that have spent no 
part of their individual funds for the 
state highway system. 

* ” ” 


he purpose of using non-interest 
bearing certificates prior to 1926 ig in 
order that the special tax funds set 
aside to meet the bonds may, during 
the next three years, be used for other 
needed state purposes. 

The certificates bear no interest 
al.. require no sinking fund. There- 
fore, nothing need be set aside out of 
the present taxes to meet them. 

Of course, the men who accept the 
certificates in payment of services in 
constructing roads and bridges will 
take into cohsideration the fact that 
they bear no interest, but as the cer- 
tificates ‘are convertible into bonds 
they have the same attractive features 
as a bond, and any contractor who 
tales them for work wonld have no 
difficulty in discounting them at prac- 
tically the same as the bond rate of 
interest. 

This provides, without any increase 
in taxes and without any reduction 
in general revenues, for a three-year 
construction program, thus enabling 
the state to obtain the most econom)- 
cal construction. 

* * - 

‘The bill limits the amount of the 
indebtedness and is absolutely definite 
and within most conservative limita- 
tions. 

To illustrate, and using arbitrary 
figures: 

Suppose the income from automobile 
Ncenses and gasoline is $1.800.000 an- 
nually And that it costs $100,000 to 
collect it. Thet would leave a net in- 
come from these taxes of $1.700.000. 
Of thie amount there is of necessity 
set aside for maintenance of the state 
highway system and the exnenses of 
the highway denartment $1,000,000. 
This leaves &700.000 as the amount 
fixing the bonds. The rate of interest 
to be used for the purpose of fixing 
honds is 4 1-2 per cent, althouzh the 
state will not probably have to. pay 
this much. 

A 30-year bond requires 2 1-2 ner 
cent as a sinking fund: that is. 2 1-2 
per cent paid annually and enm- 


pounded for 30 years will eqnal 190 
per cent and pay off the bonds. Soi. 


fe:* sinking fund and interest there 
must be a total of 7 per cent. 

The state with a net income of 
$700,000 could, therefore, issue $10,- 
000,000 worth of bonds because 7 per 
cent on $10,000,000 is $700,000. 

In order that there may be no mis- 
take about these figures, they are 
based upon the year prior to the 
year in which the certificates or bonds 
are issued. : 

This is conservative because each 
year these taxes are increasing. The 
amoum is also left to the calculation 
of the state officers familiar with the 
situation, and so in each year there 
will be bonds actually issued less than 

ssibly, could be issued and the lim- 
itation {8 just as certain as if stated 
in money. 

It ought not to be stated in money 
because we do not know how rapidly 
good roads will increase_the amount 
of these taxes. 

We do know there will be great in- 


creases.

Each year during the time these 
certificates are being issued, the state 
must reimburse the connties a por- 
tion of the amount due such coun- 
ties. In other words, each year a 
part of the certificates issued will be 
given to the counties in proportion to 
their expenditures. This must not 
be over 20 per cent of the certifi- 


cates. 

If $10,000,000 were issued, then the 
counties would get $2.000.000; if $5.- 
000.000 were issued, the counties 
would get $1,000,000. 

The counties would have these cer- 
tificates and could use them in other 
road construction or in payment of 
their bonded indebtedness, or could 
hold them until maturity as the county 
pleased. 

The program provides, as_ stated. 
for a three-year term but it may be 
extended after three years if the 
legislature wants to extend it. The 
whole matter is left after the end of 
the three years to the legislature. 

The legislature can then, within the 
limits definitely prescribed, continue 
issuing bonds if the taxes justify, or 
the legislature may stop with the end 
of the three-year program. 

In no event could the legislature 
go beyond the ten-year program with- 
out further constitutional amendment.

The rate of interest is left to be 
fixed by the named state officers and 
is required to, be. fixed ninety days 
before bonds are issued. 

It is believed that a rate of inter- 
est may be available to the state in 
the next few years of 8 1-2 or 4 
per cent. 

Certainly the state should have op- 
portunity to get the lowest rate pos- 
sible, and by fixing this rate ninety 
days before the bonds are isgued, the 
bond buying public has full oppor- 
tunity to know whether they want 
to bny the bonds or not. 

The bill makes the certificates con- 
vertible into bonds. The holder of 
the certificate, however, may want his 
money. In that case the state can 
sell the bonds and pay the money, 
but if the holder wants the bonds, by 
giving ninety days’ notice he can get 
them. 

Of course the bill contains the 
usual language of all bond ordinances 
pledging the state’s credit for pay- 
ment, 
otherwise the bonds could not be sold. 
The form of the bonds is left to the 
bond commission as is proper. If 
it is argued that the state’s whole 
taxes are pledged, the answer is that 
while that is true, the specific auto- 
mobile and gasoline taxes must always 
be more than enough to pay the 
bonds because of the limitation pro- 
visions heretofore stated. 


The particular taxes that will pay 
the bonds are continued so that the 
legislature cannot change them and 
so that no other taxes will be neces- 
sary to meet the payment of _ the 
bonds. The legislature may increase 
these taxes but cannot decrease them 
until after all bonds have been paid. 

The bill carries a general tax pro- 
vision providing for taxation in the 
general language contained in the 
present constitution and is necessary 
to make the bonds,valid. There is 
a limitation of five mills which should 
be changed to four mills if the in- 
come tax amendment now pendin 
should pass. J 

The bill of course limits the use 


of the money to state aid roads and. 


conforms to the federal law on the 
subject. 

It makes the bonds non-taxable, as 
is proper. If the bonds were tax- 
able, they would be largely sold in 
other states and other states would 
get the tax and Georgia, by a high- 
er rate of interest, would be paying 


the tax.

Accompanying the _ constitutional 
bill is a proposed statute creating a 
bond commission and provisions for 
enforcing the constitutional amend- 
ment, 

It contains administrative provi- 
sions for the form, issuance, registra- 
tion and sale of-the bonds, which are 
the usual provisions for that purpose. 

There is a provision for notice and 
for the methods of selling and keeping 
record of the bonds; and the author- 
izes registered bonds as well as cou- 
pon. bonds, 

The bill also provides that the roads 
to be built shall be of a usable type. 

It defines what is a usable type of 
road and is probably the most signif- 
icant, paragraph of the bill. 

In substance, this paragraph means 
that the unfinished part of the state 
highway System shall, as rapidly as 
possible, be graded, drained and 
bridged. This can be done with the 
three-year program provided in the 
constitutional amendment, and in ad- 
dition to this foundation work, all 
the roads of the state highway sys- 
tem in every county, will within 
three years, have at feast proper 
grades, proper bridges, both of a per- 
manent nature, and will be soiled. In 
most cases soiled roads are all that 
are necessary. 

Certainly it is wisest to soil them 
first and let the road bed settle so 
that if it is thought advisable after 
the three years, a more permanent 
surface can be put down. 

It is also provided that sufficient 
hard surface roads shall be put down 
to comply with the federal law. It 
is also open to counties who may 
wish, out of their own funds, to 
supplement the state funds and them- 
selves put down hard* surface’ roads. 

The bill very wisely provides in 
detail for the completion of the sys- 
tem without discriminating against 
any county; and also provides, as 
the constitutional amendment author- 
izes, the repayment of counties, and 
limits the use by the counties of this 
reimbursement fund to road building 
and to payment of bonded indebted- 
ness,

This use of part of the revenue from 
automobile license tax for these three 
years would largely prevent the neces- 
sity for taxation in other forms to 
meet expenses of the state. 

During these three years there could 
be issued as much as $30,000,000 of 
non-interest bearing certificates or dis- 
count notes at the rate of say $10,000,- 
VOU per year, which could be used to 
repay the counties for the work they 
have already performed in say three 
equal annual installments and the 
balance used during 1923, 1924 and 
1920 for the highway construction pro- 
gram without drawing upon the state’s 
revenue for any purpose whatever un- 
til 1926, except for the expenses of 
the highway. department and the main- 
tenance program, thus leaving from the 
highway department’s present fund 
something over $1,000,000 per year 
for the current necessities of the state. 

In 1926, when the gasoline tax shall 
become available, by which time a 
considerable portion of the state high- 
way system will have under this plan 
been greatly improved, the revenue of 
automobile license tax and gasoline 
tax would be at least $2,500,000 from 
automobile license tax and at least 
$1,500,000 from gasoline tax, total, 
$4,000,000. 

Accordingly there could be issued tn 

1926 $30,000,000 of thirty-year bonds 
to be issued in exchange for the non- 
interest bearing notes put out during 
the years 1923, 1924 and 1925, be. 
cause the total required for interest 
and provision for sinking fund on 
this amount for sinking fund on 
200,000, which would leave during the 
year 1926, $1,800,000 for the expenses 
of the state highway department and 
its maintenance program or-such other 
general uses of the state as the gen- 
eral assembly might provide, 
_After the year 1926 the construc- 
tion program could proceed on the 
same non-interest bearing discount 
note basis, those issued each year 
being converted into bonds the suc- 
ceeding year in such amount only 
as the revenue from above sources 
would take care of, interest and sink- 
ing fund. 
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It will thus be seen that advane 
tages can be taken by the state at 
this time of the low costs of materials, 
unemployment of labor in the state, 
etc., in a way to result’in large ben- 
efit to industry, labor, farmers, ete., 
without imposing any burden what- 
ever but on the other -hand render- 
ing available for current uses of the 
State at least $1,000,000 per year for 
three years. 

Furthermore the tremendous savings 
which would result to the state in 
costs of construction by reason of a 
large, well-organized, continuous, com- 
prehensive road _ building program 
would amount to many millions of 
dollars, 

These are things to be thought 
about. 

They mean a great deal more to the 
state's material wealth than any 
scheme to double tax the producing in- 
dustries, and drive outside capital 
away from the state,

Lash in Georgia Prisons 


(From The Houston, Texas, Post.) 

The legislature of Georgia will do 
well to enact into law the bill now 
pending before it providing for the 
abolition of the lash as an instru- 
ment of punishment in the state pen- 
itentiary. 

While the lash may: be lawfully 
used now as a “last resort,” it is 
easy to believe The Atlanta Consti- 
tution when it charges that the law 
is evaded many times and prisoners 
are brutally beaten by heartless 
guards. The term “as a last resort” 
leaves a loophole for the prison au- 
thorities to escape through every 
time they are called to account for 
a brutality, 

Texas has had experience with 
the question of the use of the lash 
In prison discipline, and enlighten- 
ed sentiment here has’ turned 
against it, as is the case in other 
advanced states. A few years ago 
a Sovernor was elected in Texas who 
made a promise to abolish the “bat’’ 
in the penitentiary one of his prin- 
cipal issues...

The bill reorganizing the railroad 


commission which passed the house 


with an amendment reducing the com- 
mission from five to three members, 
and which passed the senate with the 
amendment stricken, will come up in 
the house again, possibly today, for 
concurrence; and, should -the house 
fail to concur, then it will go to con- 
ference, 

It is not probable that the member- 
ship of the commission will be re- 
duced at this session. Should it be 
wise, from an economica) or other 
standpoint, to do so, then such a 
measure should be put through the 
assembly in an off-election year so 
that no hardship or injustice could 
accrue to anyone. , 

Should the bill pass as amen 
the result would be the abolition of 
the offices now held by Commissioner 
Candler and Commissioner Perry. Mr. 
Candler will not stand for re-election, 
but two other citizens are running for 
that position, and have already spent 
a great deal of time and incurred ex- 
penses in their campaigns. Commis- 
sioner Perry, the chairman, is a candi- 
date for re-election, and two other 
citizens are making the race for the 
same position. They have spent con- 
siderable time and necessarily incurred 
expenses in their campaigns. 

Arbitrarily legislating men out of 
office, without a good cause, is hardly 
fair, and if the incentive for doing 
so is a plea for state economy, that 
incentive is not tenable in this cir- 
ecumstance for the reason that the bill 
in question proposes that the expenses 
of maintaining the commission shall 
be met by assessments levied upon the 
utilities and railroads. 

At any rate, should it be found ad- 
visable to accept the house amend- 
ment, the bill should then be further 
amended so that the commission mem- 
bership shall remain the same as how 
until some specified time in the fu- 
ture; not sooner, certainly, than the 
expiration of the terms of offices of 
those members. who shall be elected 


this year.

In this connection let me say that 
ne branch of the state government 
has functioned more satisfactorily on 
the whole than has the Georgia raik 
road commission.

The constitution specifically pro- 
vides that a legislative session shall 
consist of 50 days, and no extension 
| shall be made except, and except only, 
'for the completion of any impeachment 
‘trial that may be pending at the 
‘hour of adjournment by law. 

It does not provide that it shall 
consist of 50 working days, or 50 
days in which one or both branches 
of the assembly concurred, but the full 
session shall extend over a period only 
of 50 days. 

The legislatmre can not change the 
constitution. It takes a two-third vote 
of both houses, and a ratification by 
the qualified electors of the state at 
a general election to do that— 

So, however sad the parting, the 
legislature may save the state some 
embarrassment if it quits business at 
midnight Wednesday night. 

At any rate, even if justified by the 
organic law of the state, why incur 
an additional expense of $3,000, to be 
met by the taxpayers, when many of 
the first 50 days were flitted away 
almost as if they had no value?

To secure amplification great 
enough to operate a loud speaker 
it is generally necessary to have 
at least two stages of audio fre- 
quency. The phonograph attach- 
ment will be quite as good as 
any of the loud speakers that are 
not controlled by an_ outside 
source of energy. The horns 
themselves do not amplify the sig- 
nals, but merely concentrate them 
so that they appear louder.

In figure 1, which shows a simple receiving circuit using a crystal 
of carborundum as a detector, the external battery has a potential of 


from four to six volts being shunted 
by a variable resistance, or poten- 
tiometer, of 400 ohm: which is pro- 
vided with a sliding tontact so that 
the proper value of current through 
the crystal may be obtained. The 
direction of current flow for satis- 
factory operation is best determ- 
ined experimentally. 


The necessity for the use of an 
external battery may be understood 
by examining figure 2 which shows 


the characteristic curve of a car- 
borundum crystal. In this curve, 


values of impressed voltage are; 


impressed along the horizontal axis 
to the right or left of the zera point, 
while the corresponding current 
flowing through the crystal are 
measured along the vertical axis. 

It is apparent that if small equal 
values of voltage, namely (OB) and 
(CC) in opposite directions, are im- 
pressed on the crystal without the 
use of an external battery, the cur- 
rents corresponding to these volt- 
ages will not differ greatly in value 
and rectification will not be satis- 
factory. The rectified current re- 
sulting from this condition is shown 
in figure 3. 

If, however, an external battery 
having a potential of 1.5 volts and 
connected with proper polarity, is 
impressed upon the crystal, it will 
have the effect of shifting the ver- 
tical axis from (O) to the position 
(A) as shown by the dotted axis 
which crosses the curve at the point 
of maximum curvature. When equal 
values of voltage, such aS (AD) and 
(AE) are now impressed upon the 
crystal in opposite directions it is 
apparent that the corresponding 
currents differ greatly and the re- 
sultant rectified current is shown 
by figure 4. 

When varying voltages are in- 
duced in the antenna by the incom- 
ing signals and the external battery 
is properly adjusted as to potential 
and polarity the current due to volt- 
ages in one direction will be con- 
eae greater than currents re- 
sulting Irom equal voltages in the 
opposite direction. This amounts 
to practically a uni-directional flow 
current and as a result of this rec- 
tification the vibrations of current 
cause the diaphragm of the re- 


ceiving telephone to vibrate and reproduce the original sounds created 


at the transmitting station.

In “Through a Gless Window” 
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In 1866 Governor Charles J. Jenkins endorsed and 
guaranteed by authority of law the bonds of the Macon 
and Brunswick Railroad Company to the amount of 


‘Qne Million Nine Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dol- 


lar ($1,950,000.00). The matter was of such impor- 
tance that Governor Jenkins sent a mesage to the leg- 
islature at the time of approving the Act authorizing 
endorsement in which he said that the Port of Bruns- 
wick was confessedly better than any now in general 
use on the South Atlantic Coast. He further said, “be- 
fore the full amount of the State’s endorsement can be 
obtained, Eight Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($850,000.00): of additional capital must be bona fide 
subscribed.” He said, “One Million of capital had been 
actually paid in by the Company and expended into 
construction.” July 1, 1873, the railroad defaulted in 
its interest. July 2, 1873, Governor James M. Smith 
seized the road, which under the law became the prop- 
erty of the State. From that time until January, 1880 
it was operated by the State. In 1876 the legislature 
authorized a bond issue of Five Hundred and Forty 
Thousand Dollars ($540,000.00) for the fon iat of 
paying interest coupons on the $1,950,000.00 M. & B. 
bonds, and on the $240,000.00 of North and South 
bonds: which had been endorsed by the State. Of this 
sum $480,000.00 was applied to the interest of M. & B. 
bonds and about $60,000.00 to interest on North and 
South Railroad bonds. On January 13, 1880, the 
Macon and Brunswick Railroad was sold by Governor 
Colquitt for the sum of One Million One Hundred and 
Twenty-five. Thousand Dollars ($1,125,000.00). The 
State was therefore out $1,950,000.00 plus $48o,- 
000.00, total $2,430,000.00. The State received $1,125.- 
000.00 and therefore suffered the misfortune of losing 
the difference which was $1,305,000.00. The Macon and 
Brunswick bonds. were most likely refunded in 1886 or 
about that time and were again refunded in 1916; if so, 
the debt is still resting upon Georgia. : 


* Those who had subscribed and paid in $1,000,000.00 

prior to the State’s endorsement and $850,000.00 be- 
fore the State’s endorsement could be placed on the 
bonds of the road had the misfortune to lose their in- 
vestment in this great effort, based upon the natural 
advantages of Brunswick’s harbor. 


In the ’g0’s two great harbor projects were put on 
foot, one at Brunswick, the other at Port Royal. The 
Colleton Land Company purchased large bodies of 
land at Port Royal and under the leadership of Patrick 
Calhoun undertook to make a great commercial gate- 
way of Port Royal. The Colleton Land Company col- 
lapsed. About the same time a corresponding effort 
was made at Brunswick by the Brunswick Company. 
The shares of this Company rose to high values, but on 
November 4, 1897, the Brunswick were sold out under 
foreclosure proceedings and was succeeded by the 


Brunswick Dock & Improvement Company. As late 


as 1908 the Brunswick Dock & Improvement Co., ac- 
cording to Poor’s Manual, was.a corporation of $5,000,- 
000.00 capital stock and owned 4,500 lots jn Bruns- 
wick, 530 acres on St. Simon’s Island, part of which 
had been subdivided into lots, owned deep water front- 
age suitable for docks and factories. The directors all 
lived in New York. What has become of the Bruns- 
wick Dock & Improvement Company, I do not know. 


The Brunswick & Albany Railroad commenced 
before the war, was completed to Albany after the 
war, became insolvent, was sold out under foreclosure 
proceedings and was reorganized as the Brunswick & 
Western Railroad. Later became a part of the Plant 
System and is now part of the Atlantic Coast Line. 


Some years ago E. C. Machen and Senator John 
L. McLaurin, of South Carolina, planned a great iron 
and steel industry at Brunswick, planned to build the 
Brunswick & Birmingham Railroad to reach the coal 
fields of Alabama, planned to operate a steamship line 
to bring high-grade iron ore from Cuba and thus to 


establish at Brunswick a great manufacturing industry. 


in steel and iron. The Brunswick & Birmingham 
Railroad failed, was sold out under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings and no steamship line to Cuba was ever 
established. 

The Macon & Brunswick Railroad, when sold in 
1880, was purchased by the East Tennessee, Virginia 
& Georgia, the latter Railroad Company extended the 
line from Macon to Atlanta. The East Tennessee, 
Virginia & Georgia Railroad became bankrupt, was 
sold out under foreclosure. proceedings and was pur- 
chased in 1894 by the newly organized Southern Rail- 
way Company. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railroad 
Company, incorporated in 1905, acquired the Atlantic 
& Birmingham Railroad, which had purchased the 
Brunswick & Birmingham Railroad and completed a 
line of road from Brunswick to Montezuma. The At- 
lanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railroad Company ex- 
tended this line west from Montezuma to Birmingham 
and to Atlanta and put on a steamship line, having a 
fleet of four ships of 3,000 tons each from Brunswick 
to New York. The Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic 
Railroad Company became bankrupt, was sold out un- 
der foreclosure proceedings and a new Company form- 
ed known as the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Rail- 
way Company. ‘The steamship line disappeared and 
the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railway Com- 
pany has never restored a steagnship service between 
Brunswick and New York. While this steamship serv- 
ice was on, it was soon discovered that financially it 
was a failure and an effort was made to establish a line 
of steamship between Brunswick and Havana. A few 
voyages were made and the service was abandoned, 
but always was under the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
Intic Railroad Company. 


The Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railway.2 


Company has likewise failed, is now being operated by 
a-receiver and its sale at public outcry cannot be very 
far distant.’ Great apprehension is felt that the At- 
lanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railway Company may 
be junked. To avoid this catastrophe, if possible, a 
voluntary association has been formed which has wise- 
ly elected :a competent secretary of the Brunswick 
Board of Trade as its secretary. Great effort is being 
put forth to prevent the junking of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham & Atlantic Railway Co. Apprehension as to 
such an event finds strong support in the’ very recent 
history of the Georgia Coast and Piedmont Railroad 
Co. This company constructed a line from Collins on 
the Seaboard via Ludowici on the Coast Line to Darien 
and from Darien to Brunswick. This company had.out- 
standing in 1918 the sum of One Million Seven Hun- 
dred and Thirty-seven Thousand Dollars ($1,737,000.- 
00) of funded debt and had outstanding Oné Million 
Five Hundred and Seventy-two Thousand Dollars 
($1,572,000.00) of stock divided as follows : $624,000.00 
common stock ; $948,000.00 of preferred stock. Within 


the last year or two the Georgia Coast and Piedmont 


Railroad .was junked; its rails were sold, taken up and 
cagried away, and its bridge across the Altahama river 


aay ae 
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To the General Assembly of Georgia: 


was purchased by the Georgia Highway Commission 
and is now used by motor vehicles and wagons. The 


people who invested their money in the Georgia Coast 


and Piedniont Railroad and built it to| Brunswick, no 
doubt ‘did. so because they believed that the great 
natural advantages of Brunswick Harbor would make 
it a port of exchange of commerce between railroads 


and steamships. Misfortune befell them. 


In September, 1921, the Harbor Port and Termi- 
nal Commission invited St. Marys, Brunswick and Sa- 
vannah to have prepared full and complete informa- 
tion, maps, statistics, etc., and submit these reports 
to the Commission on January 5th, 1922. On No- 
vember 15th, 1921, I, as chairman of the Commission, 
invited the people of Brunswick, St. Marys and Savan- 
nah to meet the Commission in Savannah on that date. 
This was done in order to bring all three places together 
at the same time and same place, so that I, as president, 
could have a talk with them all at the same time... The 
three port cities were represented in a meeting held 
in the DeSoto Hotel, at which I stated to them that 
when the Commission on January 5th, 1922, received 
from them the information called for, this information 
would be submitted to the most competent engineer 
the Commission could find, and that we —_ request 
a report from such engineer, giving him the informa- 
tion filed by each’ place. In February we learned that 
Mr. Frederick W. Cowie, who had been for 15 years 
Chief Engineer of the Montreal’ Harbor Commission, 
had resigned that position, but was continued as Con- 
sulting Engineer. We learned that Mr. Cowie had 
designed, constructed and successfully operated the 
Montreal Terminals for many years prior to his resig- 
nation. We employed Mr. Cowie and when he came 
to Atlanta all papers filed by St. Marys, Brunswick 
and Savannah were turned over to him without the ex- 
pression of one word either favorable or unfavorable 
as to any one of these three ports. Mr. Cowie was in- 
Structed to visit each of these ports and to look as long 
as there was anything to show him, to listen as long as 
there was anything to be told him, and to come back 
and report which of these cities was the best point for 
the location of state owned terminals, and which was 
the best place in the best port for the location of such 
terminals. Mr. Cowie spent about four days in St. 
Marys, same length of time in Brunswick, same in 
Savannah: came back and made his report, recom- 
mending that if Savannah would give certain property 
which he pointed out and a map of which he exhibited 
that he would unhesitatingly recommend Savannah. 
The Commission decided to call the Savannah people 
into conference, and did so on April 13th, the day after 
Mr. Cowie submitted his report. The mayor of Sa- 
vannah and others responded; Mr. Cowie’s report was 
read to them, and they pledged that the city of Savan- 
nah would give to the state the property in question, 
the value of which must be considerably over One Mil- 
lion Dollars. In order that the matter might be put in 
proper shape the city of Savannah then employed Mr. 
Cowie to draw plans of the proposed terminals and to 
submit a general report on Savannah as a location 
for state owned terminals. This report by Mr. Cowie 
under employment of the City of Savannah was 
brought ‘to Atlanta July 15th, has been printed and 
placed on the desk of all members, and accompanying 
this was a report from the Harbor Commission. In 
the report of the Harbor Commission occurs this sen- 
tence: “In view of the existence, at the preset time, 
of all the marketing machinery necessary to: enable 
the state owned terminals to fit into and become a part 
of a going machine at Savannah, and in view of the 
misfortune which has universally come to all who in- 
vested in Brunswick ON THE BASIS OF ITS 
GREAT NATURAL ADVANTAGES, WHICH WE 


ADMIT, the Commission is of the opinion that the . 


proper place for the selection of the state owned ter- 
minals is Savannah.” ‘The last half of the foregoing 
sentence has caused some criticism from Brunswick, 
and I wish to assume, and do assume, sole responsi- 
bility for the appearance of that sentence in the report 
of the commission. No one should be held responsible 
for it except myself. 


effort to build up Brunswick recited at the outset 

this paper. It never occurred to me that any one 
could or would apply it to individuals’ local business 
in Brunswick; at the-time of its dictation I‘ knew 
Brunswick had a population of about 14,000. I also 
knew that Savannah had a population of 83,000, and 
that Jacksonville had a population of 91,000; and I 
took it then and take it now, that the history of all the 
failures which I have mentioned, and some smaller 
ones which I have not mentioned, give the real expla- 
nation as to why Brunswick has mot become a great 
commercial tity at the seashore, but has been out- 
stripped by its neighbors on the south and on the 
north. I knew that in a way Brunswick was a pros- 
perous town, but I also knew this historical back- 
ground, and I knew it supported the finding of the en- 
gineer and therefore the more readily did I accept his 
report. The historical background herein recited was 
not communicated by me to the other members of the 
Harbor Commission, and has never been communi- 
cated to Mr. Cowie. This historical background would 
not be given to the General Assembly now but for the 
fact that I deem it a matter of duty on my part to as- 
sume complete responsibility for the statement con- 
tained to which Brunswick takes exceptions. In a town 
of 14,000 people, many of them successful, the state- 
ment that misfortune had universally come would have 
been laughingly absurd, but the qualification was put 
there—those who invested in Brunswick on the basis 
of its great natural advantages. To those undertak- 
ing enterprises of large moment and involving" large 
capital, it has been a source of disappointment, and to 
many, their faith in Brunswick has brought to them 
misfortune. “They stand all around us. The former 
owners of the Georgia Coast and Piedmont Railroad, 
the stock and bondholders of the A., B. & A. Railroad, 
and the stock and bondholders of the A., B. & A. Rail- 
way—as a matter of fact, the language objected to in 
the official report, the Commission has withdrawn it as 
containing a statement which was unnecessary to 
make. In the broad and large sense in which I intend- 
ed I stand by the language of the report. If others 
think it applied to individual businesses in Brunswick, 
such as dealing in naval stores, in lumber, in the dry 
goods or grocery business, or in the banking business, 
nothing was further from my mind than the inclusion 
of those so engaged withm the range of my thoughts. 


When it comes to advising the people where to in- 
vest Ten or Fifteen Million Dollars in the establish- 
ment of State Owned Terminals primarily for the ben- 
efit of Georgia farmers, as few chances as possible 


should be taken.

When you are buying material for 
a suit or a coat, something which is 
to receive hard wear, it is essential to 
recognize strong fabrics.

‘Then take the yarn in a bright 
light and examine it, first, for the way 
in which it is twisted (this will indi- 
eate strength), and, next for the 
length of the fibers (you want them 
a good length). It is well to try the 
burning test here to see if the yarn 
is all wool or mixed. 

Then try to break the yarn to deter- 
mine the strength, and study the rela- 
tion in size and strength between the 
warp and the filling threads. A fine, 
weak warp will break easily if the 
filling thread used across it is heavy.

DONT FORGET THE PLUM.

‘Lack of cars has brought 


In spite of embargoes on certain 
classes of freight by a° few of the 
railroads, carloadings have held up. 
For the week of July 29 the total of 
cars loaded fell slightly, gains in coal 
and grain being offset by decreases 
in merchandise and miscellaneous 
freight. Loadings, however, are con- 
tinuing at close to the high point in 
history at this season of the year. 
With the grain movement setting un- 
derway resumption of coal mining and 
the usual autumn traffic demands 
will tax the capacity of the roads and 
insure substantial earaings for some 
months to come. 

Abundant Crops. 

A reassuring note was struck dur- 
ing the week by the department ef 
agriculture forecast of abundant yields 
of the country’s principal crops. 
Wheat production is estimated at 
some 6,000,00Q bushels above the 
average and the corn yield promises 
to be fourth largest on record. While 
prices have receded as a result of the 
bright prospects the purchasing power 
of the agricultural communites will 
nevertheless be enhanced. Less ex- 
pense went into the making of this 
year’s crop than has been the case for 
some years past. This better buying 
power will have its effect on general 
business in the’ fall. Plentiful food 
supplies will also tend to keep down 
the cost of living. General buying of 
cotton meanwhile was renewed and 
the trend of prices appeared to be up- 
ward. 

Money rates were practically un- 
changed. Bankers report that a cer- 
tain amount of. money is being with- 
drawn by interior institutions to aid 
in the seasonable movement of crops. 
Demand for industrial purposes has 
slackened. however, and new capital is- 
sues for the week totalled but slightly 
more than $20,000.000, the low record 
for the year. Smaller deposits and a 
contraction in bills brought a further 
rise in the federal reserve system’s 
ratio of reserves to deposits and note 
circulation per cent to 80.4 the highest 
point reached on the present move- 
ment. The position of the system 
banks thus points to the probability 
of’ continued ease in money.

New York, August 13.—\ By the As-

and a weekly average to date of $50,- 
000,000. The decline was attributed 
by investment bankers to the usual 
midsummer dullness, the summer re- 
investment demand having been filled 
and the fall demands not yet making 
their appearance, 

Bond prices continued to move up- 
ward, reflecting the easiness of the 
money market, but attention was di- 
verted to bonds of the second grade, 
especially the low-priced rails, several 
of which mounted to new high records 
for the year. Irregular price changes 
prevailed in the foreign group, reflect- 
ing the uncertainty of the outcome of 
the meeting of allied premiers in Lon- 
don. 

Twe Big Issues. 

Two large stock issues were put 
out by local bankers during the week, 
a $12,000,000 offering of the preferred 
stock of Gimbel Brothers, dry goods 
merchants, and a $600,000 issue on 
common stock of the Mesabi Iron com- 
pany. Chile is reported to be seek- 
ing a loan of $15,000,000 in this mar- 
ket and negotiations are *still under 
way for a long-term loan to Peru, but 
it is doubtful whether any foreign 
issues will be floated for a month or 
more. 

London dispatches declared that a 
Rumanian loan was to be sold here 
and in London and American banking 
representatives were reported to be in 
Warsaw negotiating for a Polish loan, 
but local international bankers report- 
ed that there was little prospect of 
any central European loan being of- 
fered here because of the failure of

New Finance Scheme. 

A new departure in public utility 
financing took place during the week 
when the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company adopted the methods ‘of prin- 
cipal railroads by selling an issue of 
$2,150,000 of 6 per cent equipment 
trust certificates. These notes, which 
mature from one to ten years, were of- 
fered to yield from 5 to 6 per cent. 
The Cincinnati Traction company put 
forth a similar issue for $725,000 at 
prices to yield 5 1-2 to 6 1-2 per cent.

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Industrial and Business 
Outlook Pleases Brown

New York, August 13.—The coal 
strike has been marked by clever gen- 
eralship throughout. It has been evi- 
dent for some time that the old con- 
tract would be renewed until next 
April at least. This is what the 
unions have really been working for 
from the start, including the reten- 
tion of the check-off system, by which 
dues are deducted from the miners’ 
pay envelopes and sent direct to the 
union officials. One fact that is being 
brought home to the public is that 
something must be done to prevent the 
frequent recurrence of these troubles. 

Impartial students of geonditions 
realize that not all the‘#ault is on 
one side. The industry, however, is 
80 loosely organized that while some 
of the mines make exorbitant profits, 
others have difficulty in making ends 
meet. That there is profiteering in 
coal, there can be no doubt and, while 
some of it is undoubtedly due to cir- 
cumstances, a good part of it is in- 
defensible. 

Nationalization of the coal mines 
does not appeal to public thought, al- 
though it is an end that is very much 
desired by the unions in the belief 
that it will give them practical con- 
trol of coal operations through the 
political pressure that it would be 
able to exert upon the government. 
The idea is being given more con- 
sideration than. heretofore that some 
sort of government regulation will 
have to be established, analogous to 
that exercised by the interstate com- 
merte commission over the railways. 

Paternalism Unwelcome. 

The public desires less government 
in business and is not taking kindly 
to the paternalism which has been 
gradually creeping into the govern-
